In a written reply the 
Ministry says that its scien- 
tists nro concerned about tho 
slate of lobster stocks in Lho 
region and agrees that some 
conservation measures might 
he necessary. Crab stocks 
were not affected to the same 
degree because of poor de- 
mand. 

The letter pointed out that 
a close season from June 16 to 
August 31 would involve some 
60 fishermen dependent on 
crabs and lobsters and would 
i also discriminate againBt 
fishermen in a bad salmon 
season. 

"The Ministry is unable to 
support a close season as 
suggested because it would be 
of a . discriminating nature 
and would only have limited 
conservation effect," the 
letter adds.

AT A TIME when the 
Scottish deepsca in- 
dustry is in bad shape, 
the first of two new 
trawlers representing 
a n investment of 
£1.5m. has started 
fishing from Aberdeen. 

When the naming 
ceremonies of the 128ft. 
vessels Clarkwood and 
S hie l wood took place Inst 
month, Ian Wood, managing 
director of the John Woua 
Group, the owners, did not 
seek to minimise the big job it 
is going tn be to make these 
vessels pay. He said that the 
planning and ordering of 
these vessels from the Goole 
Shipyard of Swan Hunter 
had' been overtaken by 
changes in international 
trends and quoins. 

When Ihe trawlers were 
ordered, Mr. Wood said, it war 
expected that they would be 
spending most of their time in 
the north-east Arctic and 
Iceland and the rest fishing at 
Faroe. Now it seems they will 
mainly concentrate on the 
North Sea and this will re-

In command of Clarkwood 
is Skipper Stuart Thomson 
who was formerly in charge of 
the Wood Group side trawler 
Jasmin.

Belt-driven fromone power 
take-off shaft is the 104 kW 
44UV, three-phase, 50-cycle 
Newage Stamford enclosed 
and ventilated, driproof, 
ship's service alternator. 

The hydraulic power-pack 
for the deck machinery con- 
sists of- n Frank Mohn gear- 
box driving two G18 andf two 
(HU Hydraulik Bratvaag 
pumps. 

A hydraulically-operated 
friction clutch engages and 
disengages the gearbox from 
the engine and n

There is a flexible coupling 
between engine and gearbox, 
and between the gearbox ana 
each pump, and the power- 
pack consumes a maximum 
of 470 hp. 

Two auxiliary engines are 
lilted. 'The larger unit is a 
Gardner OLX six-cylinder, 
waler-conled, vertical, four- 
Kirnke naturally-aspirated 
diesel which develops 100 
blip at 1,500 rpm. It provides 
power for a 70k W 440V, 
th roe-phase, 50 cycle alter- 
nator, and also drives the 
Alhveilor standby hydraulic 
screw pump unit for the deck 
machinery through an Ander- 
ton disc clutch. This pump is 
also the primary power sup- 
ply for tne windlass. 

The harbour set is a Lister 
HRJMA air-cooled engine 
which develops 32.2 blip at 
1,500 rpm and has hand and 
electric starting. It drives a 
Newage Lyon 13kVV 440V, 
three-phase, 50-cycle alter- 
nator and is clutch -coupled to 
a Haniworlhy 28F34 air com- 
pressor. 

The alternator is arranged 
to operate automatically to 
feed essential lighting" on 
failure of the main supply.

Electricity is supplied at 
44t)V three-phase, 50 cycles, 
with 240V single phase, 50

The engineroom alarm 
system is arranged for either

When the net is caught on a 
fastener, the winches will 
automatically increase power 
in a pre-set limit, and Lf this 
dues not clear the net from 
the fastener the winches will 
pay out warp and an alarm 
system will operate.
